A Rift in the Alliance.

London, April 15. 

Reuter learns authoritatively that the Government preparations 

_ tg cope with the disorganination threatened by the strike are of the 
Tfost comprehensive character. “These are in nowise intended for 
strikebreaking; they are mercly designed to keep the community 
going, f'xcept for food supplies, the work is mainly delegated by a 
special Cabinet Committee, which is directing operations, to railway 
companior and local authorities. .Qffices will be‘opened all over the 
country for the enrolment of volunteers for the maintenance of the 
central services and for the special constabulary. The railways 
and.the gas and electricity companies have well over a month's 
supply of coal on which to draw, while arrangements are being made 
to supply trawlers with bunkor coal. 

Preparations in respect of the food situation are generally 
satisfactory. No shortage is anticipated, and }t ia considered that 
there ia no probability of railway sabotage. ‘It is opined that the 
community should be able to serve itself as regards the provision of 
trains, as was done in Sweden. There is a four months’ supply of 
petrol, but there are possible difficulties in the war of distribution. 
A special Catiner Connedttea is to take greater responsibility in 
regard to bus, electric, and gas services in London than in the 
country. If necessary, naval stokers will be employed. The 
Government has a.skeloton wireless service securing communication 
all over the country, also an aeroplane service. 


: : The Miners’ Stipulation. 


London, April 15. 

At half-past three this afternoon, Mr. Lloyd George read in the 
House of Cour ona a letter from the Miners’ Federation stating that 
the only condition on which a temporary settlement could he reached 
was one conceding the principles of a national wages board and a 
national pool. Therefore the Miners’ Executive felt that no good 
purpose would be served by a meeting of the owners ji: the absence 


of these conditions. 7 '

Reason of Cancellation. 
: Later. 

The cancellation of to-night’s strike is due to the other-unions 
belonging to the Triple Alliance disapproving of the miners’ refusal 
to re-negotiate on the basis of Mr. Hodges’ proposal tiat the. miners 
would consider the question of wages provided that the arrangement 
was not regarded as permanently on a district basis. Mr. Thomas 
informed the Executive of the Miners’ Federation that in view of 
the refusal he did not feel justified in calling out the railwaymen. 
The leaders of the Transport Workers decided similarly. 


Miners’ Executive and Secretary Also Disagree. 


After the decision of the railwaymen and transport workers, 
the Miners’ Executive decided to convene a delegates’ oonference 
to consider the future policy of the miners. Meanwhile the 
Government has decided ‘to proceed jwith the organisation of the 

- Defence Force and with. arrangements for milk supplies and other 


services. 


Mr. Hodges officially denied persistent reports that he has 
resigned the Secretaryship of the Miners’ Federation, but that 
serious differences have arisen appears undeniable.

broken at the first real test of its unity, and the miners’ withdrawal 


therefrom would not surprise anyone. - The miners were depend- 


ing upon the Alliance to enforce the principle of a national pool as 
opposed to a-district wag basis, and, with their highest trump-card 
beaten, the miners may be forced to resume negotiations with tho 

“owners. Meanwhile the coal deadlock remains, with the Govern- 
ment firmly opposed to the resumption of control.

Mr. J. M. Hickson Explains 
Purpose. 


‘Mr. James Mooro Hickson, of 
‘London, who is engaged upon a 
healing mission which is taking’ 
him practically round the world, 
gave a statement of his attitude 
thie morning at an.interview. - 

/Mr. Hickson does not claim to 
be advancing a new faith: “A 
revival of the ministry of healing 
in the Church on Apostolic lines” 
is how he describes his mission; 
“and therefore,” he coutinued, 
“[do not come here with any 
new. theories of my own.” : 

Ido not profess to have any 
power in myself to giva health,” 
explained the missionary; “my 
be)ief is that one is used simply 
asa channel through which the 
power of Christ works by prayer 
and the laying-on of hands in 
His name. Spiritual healing is 
healing through Christ; the first 
essential is faith in Him.” 

There is no disposition of any 
kind to discount the work of 
medical. men, which marks the 
mission's difference fromChristian 
Science. Spiritual healing does 
not take.the place of medical 
heating; it supplements it, said 
tho visitor, who produced a num- 
ber of photogranhs showing great 
assomblages in. India and other 
‘ places. 

Although not an ordained priest, 
Mr.’ Hickson has consecrated 
himself to the work of healing in 
the Church. In ‘his services he 
does not anoint with oil, as does 
a priest, but be ays his hands.on 
the sick, and after that a priest 
present bestows a blessing on the 
patient while the patient's friend« 
pray with prayers of faith to the 
Healing Saviour, . 

Mr. Hickson holds healing 
Services in the Cathedral at 10 
a.m. daily, but it is advisable for 
sufferers to attend half an hour 
earlier.

It is also quite the atyle for 
politiciaus and newspapers of the 
haser sort ..to indulge in the 
popular pastime of twisting the 
lion's tail. 


Tt is from such small sparks 
that great conflagrations grow.

“Nobody expected the last great 
wor, Jt “just growed.” And 
nobody expects a war between 
the two great English-speaking 
Powers,” But wars are not plann- 
od; they are tremendous explos- 
ions caused by the growing pile of 
(1) long taught hates, (2) carefully 
nurtured jealousies, and (3) the 
possession of great battle fleets or 
armies. 


That, pilo is growing: All that 
is needed is for some fool to drop 
a match in it and it will blow up. 
Some reckless American or some 
chuckle headed Englishman, 
given just the right occassion, can 
bring the horror. 


And what would it mean? 


It would mean, to begin closest 
home, the arming of the Canadian 
Border. Canadians are loyal to 
their Inpire, and they are good 
fighters. For many a year we 
have lived beside this our neigh- 
bour in the peaceful rivalry of 
trade.. Whose “imagination is 
equal to the unspeakable results 
of a war upon so widely stretched 
a border? : 


Tt would mean the: bombard- 
ment of New York or London, 


It would ‘mean. of course, a 
clash between the (wo most 
powerful Navies in the world, 
with all the loss of Jife and 
property that involves. 


It would niean a war infiniety 
more frightful than the tast, 
aince the Germans raged over 
only Belguim and parts ~ of 
France, while this ruin would 
affect ‘the tichest and most 
populous centres of civilisation, 

There is little doubt that to-day 
what civilitation we have 
pends upon Great Britain and 
the United States. Ef they lizht, 
both will be destroyed by the 
barbarian. 


That would be the end of the 
white man and his ideals, By 
his own incredible folly he would 
have cut his throat, and the 
sceptre would pass to | the 
Oriental. , 


In otber words, it would be the 
day of judgment and the. wiping 
out of European culture and 
States, just as Grecce perished 
and Rome was destroyed hy the 
barbarian.

The Manchester Chamber. of 
Commerce recently approved’ the 
principles of the Ter Meulen 
bond’ scheme for facilitating

to be freely negotiable to make 
them “a credit acceptable to sup- 
plies.’

He proposes that the five 
principal AJlied Powers should 
establish an Inter-Allied Com- 
mission, one of the functions of] 
which should be to issue trading: 
warrants bearing a common face 
value stabilised and expressed in 
pounds aterling,, dollars, francs, 
and lire, calculated toa parity of 
approximately pre-war rates of 
exchange. These trading war- 
rants could be acquired by the 
traders of any country in exch- 
ange for securities already issued 
by the’ participating countries. 
4. list of such securities issued by 
the Governments of Great Britain, 
the United States, France, Italy, 
and Belgium,:and acceptable in 
exchange for trading warrants: 
should be prepared and published 
by the . Commission, and it 
should: comprise almost any of 
the securities for which the in- 
dividual Governmets are pledged 
so long as they. are redeem- 
able at distant dates. The listed 
securities. should be accepted. by 
the Commission in exchange for 
trading warrants at the day's 
officially quoted value, in the 


-Jcountry of.issue, and Commission 


wonld retain them in its treasury 
and collect the jnterest periodi- 
cally dueto them. This interest, 
against which thére would be no 
liabilily so long as the trading 
warrants were c.rculating, would 
be, in Mr, Stevens's opinion, the 
key of the whole scheme. It 


would furnish, a revenue - more}. 


than ample to cover any. contin- 
gency, and would provide even 
an adequate insurance in case of 
the bankruptcy of any one of the 


Allied Powers that is a party to] ~ 


the arrangement, 

The Commission would under- 
take to exchange trading warrants 
issued, but no longer required in 
circulation, for Inter-Allied inter- 
est hearing bonds. “The.interests 
of these bonds could be varied in 
such a manner ag to maintain the 
market value at or about par, the 
Commission announcing varia- 
tions every six months. This 
would maintain the trading war- 
rants at about par value. 

So long as the trading warrants 
provided the best value in exch- 
ange, and so long as they were. 
not over issued they would remain 
in circulation. They would bear 
no interest, and’ the larger the 
number issued the larger 
the number of — Inter-Allied 
securities absorbed, Impoverished 
countriesjincluding former enemy 
countries, would benefit by the 
soheme, inasmuch as they would 
purchase trading 
warrants by acquiring bonds of 
that particular country.where by 
reason of the ruling exchange tho 
transaction would resu't most 
favourably. Thus, at the present 
time they would acquire trading 
warrants in exchange for Italian, 
Bonds, and thus alleviate to some 
extent the difficulty of trading 
with the United States or Great 
Britaic. 

“Ta fulfil, the objects of the 
scheme,” says Mr. Stevens, 

“trading warrants would not asa 
general custom be offered for 
redemption after one or two 
transactions. As negotiable in- 
struments, fully guaranteed, they 
would be discounted by-banks end 
would pass from-country to coun- 
try, including those countries not 
involved in the scheme, and would 
have en evan stronger position in 
the world of finance: than a pre- 
war sterling bill on London. 

“The object aimed at is stabi- 
lisation of exchange- sufficient

CIVIL AVIATION. 


A certain degree of apprehension has existed for some 
time ‘concerning. the future of civil aviation. giving 
importance to Mr. Churchill's speech in introducing the 
Air Estimates last month, of which a more detailed account 
is available in the Home papers lately to hand. © Mr. 
Churchill cannot be accused of parsimony in his handling 
of public-funds, but, he -has been somewhat unsympathetic 
towards the civil branch of aviation. As head of the Air 
Ministry. which includes a. Department of Civil Aviation. 
he has been responsible for both the combatant and civil 
sides of this service. and while he has not hesitated to ask 
for money on behalf of the one, he has been’ a little chary 
in regard to the civil branch, although this is of obvious 
importance, not only for commercial purposes bul as an 
auxiliary to the R/A.F.’ It needed a certain amount of 
persuasion to induce Mr. Churchill to allot a sum of-one 
million pounds per annum when-the Civil Aviation branch 
was instituted, and this just ata time when the industry, 
left to itself by. the closing of war industries. stood greatly 
in need of support. Other nations ‘are carefully developing 
civil aviation. ; ; 

In last month's debate Mr. Churehill announced sinall 
but practical concessions. — Commercial flying is to be 
encouraged in two ways, ‘The airships which the Ministry 
is going to abandon are offered, with all their spare parts 

_and accessories. to any responsible company which will 
undertake to use them. A committee comprising repre- 
sentatives of manufacturers and of transport. companies 
is to decide ou the best meaus of administering subsidies 
to commercial aeroplanes. “There is even a- prospect that 
the airships’ will be in commission in a few weeks. 
It may be hoped that they will be employed to. open the 
‘London-Egypt airway, which has been described as. the 
main trunk line of the airways of the Empire and as the 
most suitable for airships. Mr. Churchill emphasised the 
attractions and importance of the London-Paris aeroplane 
route, which is naturally the one with most chances of 
commercial success, and therefore the one most. urgently 


needing development. Weare glad to note that he also} 


recognised the desirability of extending our aerial activity 
_ over a wider area on the Continent. . ae 2 
A ‘suggestion that some of the money devoted to 
military aviation should be transferred to the civil branch 
drew from Mr. Chaurcliill a slightly heated defence of the 
' magnificence and complexity of the new service which he 
has been fostering, and a disparagement of commercial 
transport as an unnecessary luxury. Seventeen millions 
are to be spent on the one—on the Air-Marshals and Vice- 
‘Air-Marshals, on the manifold . directorates, bill-postin 
and accountancy, und all the other appurtenances to a thir 
great fighting organization. Only one million, not a penny 
more, is to.be spent on the civilian side, although, in the 
opinion of experts, that is the surest foundation for the 
military side—a side, moreover, likely to be productive and 
vital to the commercial future of the Empire. In actual 
fact a great many pennies Jess than a million are to be 
_ Spent on it, for it has to carry the cost of the meteorological 
service. The commercial branch should be to the R.A.F. 
what the Mercantile Marine is to the Navy. 


NOTES & COMMENTS. 


A Great Bowler Passes. 


The celebrated Yorkshire 
cricketer, Schofield Haigh, who 
has just passed to the great 
majority at the comparatively 
early age of 49, was acknowledged 
to be a splendid bowler, but it is 
doubtful whether he was general- 
ly appraised at his full value. 
Given a slightly pasty pitch, he 
could “stick up” the beet 
batsmen in the world, and he 
was playing at a time when such 
giants as “Ranji,” C. B. Fry, 
Tom Hayward, and Victor 
Trumper were in their prime. 
Curiously enough, itis only a few 
weeks since the passing of-the 
old Lancashire trundler, Alec 
Watson, who was one of tho rare 
instances of a Scottish profession- 
al making a mark at the game. 
Tho late Yorkshire crickoter’s 
patronymic has u decided Scottish 
suggestion, and his first engage- 
monts wero with the Aberdeen- 
shire and Perthshire clubs. It 
is atradition of Yorkshire cricket, 
however, that players must be 
natives of the county, so presum- 
ably Haigh was born in the shire 
of broad acres. He had a big 
share in the triumphs of the White 
Roso, which gained the champion- 
ship several times during his 
tenure of a place in the eleven. 
Jn 1896, when he first appeared 
for the ‘county, he headed the 
bowling averages, a feat he 
performed in no fewer than ton 
seasons. On'three occasions he 
performed tho hat-trick. A 
distinctly useful bat in addition, 
ho played in Test matches against 
both Australia and South Africa. 
One of his finest performances 
was when he took seven wickets 
for 17 against Surrey-in 1897, a 
match also memorable for the fact 
that all ten Surrey batsmen wore 
clean-bowled.’ This recalls an 
observation of the famous Yorks 
stumpor, Davie Hunter: “Schofield 
Haigh hits the sticks more often 
thah any other bowler.” Davie 
was not far out. 


Bathing Facilities. 


“Apparently the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee in regard 
to the providing of adequate sea- 
bathing} facilities are to be put 
into effect, .for al Thursday's 
meoting of the Legislative Council 
a sum was voted which brings 
the vote-undor this heading to the 
round total of $8,000, which is the 
figure the Committee estimated 
as being necessary to carry out 
the proposals suggested. The 
original vote for the public bathing 
places was only $2,700; now there 
has boen added a sum of $5,300. 
It should now he possible for work 
to be pushed forward so that the 
new facilities may be available 
when the season begins, next 
month, The old beach at ‘North 
Point will no longer be available, 
but .its place will be taken 
by the -strip- of foreshore 
between the Royal’ Hongkong 
Yacht Club premises and the 
Electric Company’s — building. 
This is just adjacert to the Yacht 
Club beach. which has been very 
popular in recent. years, and it 
w ll be splendidly prepared, with 
every reasonable facility for 
bathers, if the Committee’s 
scheme is fully carried out, At 
Kennedy Town also improve- 
ments are to be made, whilst for 
Kowloon residents a part of 
Stonecutter’s beach will be set 
aside and la‘d out with all 
needful conveniences, whilst a 
cheap ferry service -will be 
available. The Committee has 
certainly done. useful work on 
bshalf of bathers, and when the 
hot, sticky days are with us, no 


doubt its services will. be 
remembered by those who stood 
a fair chance of being ‘forgotten 
by the authoritios. However, the 
Government has made no bones 
about voting the necessary funds, 
80, us things are, it’s a case of 
everybody being satisfied.
